2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

3. Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Duplock (US 
6,415,449). Duplock discloses a seamed article in form of a garment as shown in figure 1, 2, and

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-8 and 10-14 are allowable because the prior art does not. teach or suggest the 
recitation therein including a seamed article with at least two laminate panels with each having a 
textile material and a liquidproof barrier secured thereto such that a sealing region is defined by a 
portion of the textile material being removed and joined together by a liquidproof seam.
